1 . THERE POLLOWS THE GOI TEXT OP A PROPOSED JUDICIAL 
INPORMATION EXCHANGE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INDIAN 
HOME MINISTRY AND THE UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OP 
JUSTICE. 

2. QUOTE: 

"THE GOVERNMENT OP INDIA REPRESENTED BY THE MINISTRY 
OP HOME APPAIRS AND THE GOVERNMENT OP THE UNITED STATES

ASSISTANCE SHALL BE COMMUNICATED BETWEEN THE PARTIES 
THROUGH THE DIPLOMATIC CHANNEL. 

"2. UPON REQUEST, THE PARTIES SHALL USE THEIR 
BEST EPFORTS TO MAKE AVAILABLE TO EACH OTHER RELEVANT 
AND MATERIAL INPORMATION, SUCH AS STATEMENTS, DEPOSI-

INFORMATION MADE AVAILABLE PURSUANT TO THESE PRO- 
CEDURES IS INTENDED TO BE USED; SO HOWEVER THAT NOTICE 
THEREOF MAY BE GIVEN FORTHWITH, AFTER THE INSTITUTION 
OF SUCH PROCEEDINGS.
